Tuberculosis:  - 

At  the  end  of  1940  there  were  17  cases  of  tuberculosis 
on  the  register  -  13  cases  of  pulmonary  and  4  cases  of  non-pulmonary  disease. 
During  the  year  14  cases  were  added  to  the  register  -  10  pulmonary  and  4 
non-pulmonary#  During  the  year  17  cases  were  removed  from  the  register  and 
on  the  31st.  December,  1941*  12  cases  of  pulmonary  and  2  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  disease  remained  on  the  register.
